Washington, D. C.—Great Britain's
replies to the latest American repre-
seitations nagainst interference with
neutral commerce reject entirely the
contention that the orders in council
are illegal, and justify the British
gourse as being wholly within intér-
pational law.

“Unsustainable, either in point of
law or upon principles of internation-
al equity,” is the British reply to the
American protest agalnst the block-
ade of neutral ports, with an invila
tlon to submit to International arbitra-
tlon any cases in which the United
Btates s dizsatisfled with action of
British prize courts,

two noles, one supplemental, was

! made public here August 3 and In Lon-
fon simultaneougly by agreement be-

tween the two governments With the

notes was made publiec algo the cor-

respondence over the Amerlenn steam-
or Neces, selzed by the British while
en route from Rotterdam to the Uni-
ted States with goods of German orl-
gin. All the correspondence
gnter 7,000 words.

Changed conditions of warfare, the
British note contends, requires a new
apnlication of the principles of inter-
national law. The advent of the sub
marine, the alrship and the alleged
atrocitiea bv German troops in Bal
gluy are ciied an justification for the
ek@reite of extreme measures. The
blockade is justified on the contention
that the universally recognized fun.
damental principle of a blockade Is
that a belligerent is entitled to cut
off “by effective means the seaborne
commerce of his enemy."”

The note reiterates that Great Brit-
ain will continue to apply the orders
complained of, although not without

very effort to avold embarrassment
‘fn neuirals, and ohserves that the
American statistics show that any loss
in trade with Germany and Austria
has been more than overbalanced by

“Recognition of this new provialonal
president’'s government by the A. B, C.
powers of South Amerios,

“Unlted States government to give
its active moral support to the new
provisional president.

"Factional leaders and the military
general on the fleld to promise to sup-
port the provisional goverument pro-
posed for the purpose of restoring
the constitutional order In Mexico
pending elections and the installation
of & permanent president

“Villa, Zapata and Carranza to walve
all claims to executive power In Mex-
lco and agree to an armistice.

“Villa and his supporters having al-
ready given assurances that they will
support that member of Madero's cab-
Inet who I8 regarded as entitled under
the law of presidential succession to
the office, Villa in the event of Car-
ranza’'s refusal to accept such a paace
plan, I8 to proclaim Vasquez Tagle or
some other member of Madero's cab-
inet as provisional president,

“United States government, in such
a contingency, to lay an embargo
against shipment of arms to the Car-
ranzistas or any other faction that
may oppose the new provisional presl
dent by force, while permitting freo
shipment of arms to the forces sup-
porting the new provislonal president.

TRUCKS USED AS HEARSES
THE EASTLAND FUNERAL.

Many Bodies Placed in Vaults Because
Men Cannot Dig Graves Fast
Enough.

Chlcago, July 30.—Five hundred of
the Eastland dead were buried
Wedneaday.

They went to the cemeteries on all
the city's streets—Ilong lines of car-
ringes and automoblles—hearses and
trucks that were used for hearsos.

They were so thick on the roads to
the burylng grounds that one proces-
slon frequently had to walt until an.
other went by. Undertakers weras un-
able to get as many hearses as they
needed. It was no uncommon sight to
see flve boxes on a motor truck—
draped In black and purple and white
—blg boxes and medium and small
ones,

The burying took all morning and all
afternoon. Mapy bodles were placed
in vaults—for there were not men
enough to dig graves for them.

The clty wakened early at the toll-
ing of bells. It was ralning, and dark,
and cool. The undertakers arrived,
the carrlages or automoblles pulled
up before the doors of the mourners,
and soon the processlons were under
way to the churches, and then out to
Mount Carmel, Mount Ollvet, Calvary,
Bohemlan Natlonal, 8t. Adalbert and
Forest Home cemeteries.

Community services were held in
the Church of Mary Queen of Heaven.

The crowd stood outside, heads
bared to the raln. The wet came In
threugh the chinks in the uncompleted
roof; the singing of the choir girls and
the chanting of the priests eame out
to the crowd in undiminished volume,

FORMER POLICE LIEUTENANT
PAYS PENALTY FOR PLOT.

Exocution Carrled Out After Every
Legal Effort Had Been Ex-
tended to Save Him.

Becker, former police lleutenant In
New York, went to his death In the
electrie chalr In Bing Sing peniten-
tlary shortly before gix o'clock Fri-

day morning,

Hig was the Afth life which the
gtate demanded for the consplracy
which resulted in the murder of Her
min Rosenthal, the gambler, who was
shot down in front of the Metropole
hotel In New York on July 16, 1912,

Beclier had been convicted of hir
ing a band of thugs to do away with

Rosenthal to prevent the exposure
of police graft in New York city's
Tenderloin.

The four gunmen who were convict-
ed of the actual shooting—"Dago
Frank,” “Lefty” Louis, "“Whitey"
Lewis, and “Oyp the Blood"—were ex-
ecuted April 18, 1014,

Becker's execution was carried out
only after every legal effort had been
extended to save him., He was con-
vioted in the first trial ending on Oo-
tober 24, 1012, and was sentenced to
death, but later was granted a new
trial which, however, resulted in & sec-
ond conviction on May 22, 1014, and
the passage of the second death sen-
tence.

ARMIES AND LARGE AMOUNTS
OF MUNITIONS S8EEK ESCAPE
FROM WARSAW,

NORTHERN ROAD IS MENACED

Germans Announoe Capture of 95,023

Prisoners During July — Czar's
Troops Ewvacuate Polish Capital
Bays Report

——

London, Aug. 3.—With the evacua-
tion of Warsaw by its civilian popula-
tion apparently completed and the re-
tirement of the military forces active-
ly under way, according to various
dispatches received here, a close
analysis of the situantion is basis for
the belief that hundreds of thousands
of the army of Grand Duke Nicholas
may be trapped in the great triangle
between Ivangorod, Novo Georglevsk
and Brest-Litovsk.

The latter fortress, the greatest of
the great defenses of Poland, Is the
goal of the flesing Russians, 115 milos
east of Warsaw, and with the capture
of the Lublin-Cholm rallway by the
Teutons there s but one line batwoen
Warsaw nnd Brest-Litovsk for the
transportation of hundreds of thou-
sandg of men, Incaleulablo amounts of
munitions and vast quantities of sup-
plles from the abandoned fortresses
and the ity of Warsaw, in which the
Slave are evidontly determined to
leavo not so much as a bries tack
which might be of use to the Inva-
ders when the city 1a occouplod,

The German official statement says
96,023 Russians, 41 guns and 260 ma-
chine guns wore captured In July be-
twaen the Baltie and the Pllica,

The ofMeial statement also An-
nounces an advance past Cholm, on
the Lublin-Cholm rallway, and just
wegt of the Bug, which the Russ are
expecting to make their next deter-
mined stand if Poland s evacuated,

It Is apparent that all hopes of the
Rusaians lie In the safe transporta-
tion of their armies and munitions to
Brest-Litovak,

Berlln, Aug. 2 (Wireless via Bay-
ville),—This morning’s papers an-
nounce the reduction of Lublin by
the Austrian cavalry forces which
definitely interrupts Russian rallway
communications between Warsaw,
Ivangorod and Brest-Litovek, leaving
open only the direct line to Sledwes.

Evidently the evacuation of War-
saw has already begun. This I1s con-
firmed by reports from Russia to Eng-
land, France and neutral countries.

The Geneva Tribune publishes &
dispatch from {ts Innshruck corre-
spondent that the capture of Lublin
cost General Woylsch 70,000 men in
killed, wounded and captured. The
correapondent adda that in an advance
of seven miles with seven army corps
Field Marshal von Mackensen lost 86,
000 men. .

According to tho same dilspatch the
Russians killed 65,000, wounded 8$,000
and captured 1,800 of the Eighth Ger-
man army corps south of Przasnyss,
